S.R.O. 117,—Jn exercise of the powers confciied by sec¬ 
tion 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957J, the Central 
Ciovernment hereby makes the following legulalions further 
to amend the Navy Leave Regulations, 1970, namely;— 


1. (1) These regulations may be called the Navy 1 cave 
(First Amendment) Regulations, 1985. 


(,2) They shall come into foi\e on the date of their 
publication in the Official Oacelte, 

2. In the Navy l^avc Rcgiila-linns, 1970,— 


Exphinalion —Officers retiring on 31st January of a year 
are required to carry forward 30 days annual 
leave of the previous year to get full encashment 
of one hundred twenty days leave. In the cases 
of officers retiring on the last day of the month 
of February, no anmml leave of the preceding 
year is required to be carried forward for encash¬ 
ment of one hundred twenty days leave pending 
retirement. 

(ii) in regulation 37, after sub-regulalior, (2), the follow¬ 
ing proviso shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“Provided that unavailcd annual leave of the penulti¬ 
mate year of service shall be allowed to count 
towards entitlement of four months leave, where 
necessary, for purposes of cash payment in lieu 
of unutilised leave pending retirement. For this 
purpose, the period of four months leave pending 
retirement will be treated as one hundred 'twenty 
days.” 

E.xplunation—^I’ersonuel retiring on 31st lamiary of a year 
arc required to carry forward thirty days annual 
leave of the previous year to get full encashment 
of one himdred twenty days leave, In the cases of 
pei'sonnel retiring on the last day of the nionth of 
I'ebrnary, no annual leave of the preceding year 
is required to be carried forward for enca,shment 
of one hundred twenty days leave pending 
retirement.

lij in regiilaiion 24, in >ub-iegulation (1), after proviso 
to clause (b), (he billowing proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Provided further that unavailcd annual leave of the 
penultimate year of service shall be allowed to 
count towards entitlement of four months leave, 
were necessary, for purposes of cash payment 
in lieu of unutilised leave pending retirement. For 
'this purpose the period of four roonlhs leave 
pending retirement will be treated as one hundred 
twenty days.
